In the history of all time no ons has
ever lived who was more profoundly
wise than Solomon. To be sure he did
not use his great wisdom on &1l occa-
slons to the best possible advantage, es-
peciaily to hims=elf. He even so far for-
got himself and the sources of his In-
spirations. as to be led away into
idolatry under the infiluence of some of
his many heathen wives. But no man
that history tells of was gifted as he
was with such an extraordinary power
of discerring human motives. There
was pothing in the realm of mnature,
apparently, of whicn he could not speak.
He was pre-eminently skilled, too, In
that practical wisdom. which, based on
a true religion, embraced all the moral
problems of life. And above all, he had
the remarkable faculty of expressing
his thoughts in such an unusually
pregnant fashion that few of them need
much claboration for their demonstra-
tion, They stand out for the most part
lke axioms, truths which are self evi-
dent.

{s only natural. Things which are worth
having, conditions which are worth at-
talning, would not amount to so very
much if their acquisition were easy.
That is also the very best of reasons
why thare should be a continual and
earnest striving for them. Tt does not
reguire much. i{f any, effort to follow
the path with mischief at the other
end. It is an evidence, too. of lgnor-
ance and weakness to go that way, The
reverse le quite as true of the journeys
that must be made by the seekers of
good.

OUT-DOOR SCHOOLS.

The National Tuberculosis associa-
tion has arrived at the conclusion
that, at the very least, $7,500,000 is
expended yearly, by the old school
system, on children that are carrled
off by consumption before their
eighteenth year. It is to stap that
waste of life and money, as well as to
prevent contagion that the out-door
or “open-air’ school has been brought
to this country from Germany, ac-
cording to Edwin Bjorkman in the
December Van Norden Magazine.

Providence, Rhode Island, which
established the first special school for
deficient or “backward” children In
this country, was also the first city to
test and prove the value of the open-
alr school. Two women physicians,
Dr. Ellen A. Stone and Dr. Mary 8.
Packard, took the Initlative, and thay
gained without difficulty the approv-
al and actlve co-operation of the
gchool and health authorities of the
clty, as well as the full support of the
Providence League for the Suppres-
slon of Tuberculosis. That first school
was opened two years ago. Boston
came next, lesa than & year ago, and
was followed by New York, Chicago,
Pittsburg, Erookline, Massachusetls;
Hartford, Connecticut, and Asheville,
North Carollna, Charlestown, Massa-
chusetts, was the first city known to
have a especial “open-alr class” for
the delicate children in one of its

schools., At present Baltimore; Col-
umbus, Ohlo; Dallas, Texas; Phila-
delphia, and Detroit are preparing

for open-alr schools, while Boston is
planning to enlarge the ona it has,
and Chicago is talklng of adding
three new ones to the one already In
use,

“LEADING CITIZENS" AND LAW.

“All will be able to pay the fines
without embarrassment.”

Such is the concluding sentence of a
-ecent news dlspatch from Portland,
Cregon, telling of the punishment
meted ont to fifteen of the *leading
citizens” of Umatilla county In that
state, who had pleaded gullty, “tech-
nieally,” to having defrauded the gov-
ernment of part of the public domain.
Each of thesc criminals got off with
n fine, one of which was as large as
110,000, Each of them, also, will be
eble to pay his fine without embarrass-
ment, and, In all probability, they left
the court room rejoicing.

Perhaps this particular bit of dis-
rensation of “justice” will have some-
thing of a moral effect In restralning
nthers who might be dlsposed to deal
Lghtly with the land laws of the coun-
try. But this effect would have been
greater had a few Jall sentences bsen
handed out., The fact thet all of the
men in this case were able to get
tut of their trouble by handing over
to the court sums of money, the loas
t: which they did not feel In the
=lightest, demonstrates conclusively
that their puniashmeént was not what Ity
should have been.

It also polnts out the inadequuacy of
many of the federal laws which im-
pose nothing more severe in the way
ot punishment than fines, when jail
+r prison sentences are deserved and
which would come nearer filling the
1l Some of the laws In guestion
Teave It with the diseretion of the
court as to whether a fine or a jail
sentence shall be Imposed. 1n these
Instances it is too frequently the case
that judges, when they get “leading
citizens” before them, are noe more

A change in this respect ls sorely
reeded, fally In where fraud

governments. The gullty should have
ro alternative but to explate thelr
crimes in fafls or prisons. Civil sults
rhould also be brought against them
.0 recover the moneys or the value of
the property which they have been
gullty of obtalning by fraud. A fot
¢f talk is heard about the equality of
the law, but much of it is pure bun-
combe. The rich man who can pay &
fne has a tremendous advantage over
a poor man who can not. If nothing
hrut sentences of Imprisonment were
possible the law would come consld-
¢rably nearer working out with equal-
ity to all and favor to nome.
